Some months since Professor A. R. Ressler 


an officer of the United States Mining aud 


Geological Burean. Wasbingtov, arrived in 
Texas under instructions to make observa- 
tion in what was popularly conceived to be 
coaland copper region of Texas. He was 
provided with an escort, consisting of twenty 
soldiers, under command of Lieuienant Wal- 
ler, and four citizens; but oo the southwest 
fork of Little Wichita, in Archer county, 


a furious attack was made upon jhe company 


by some 25 or 80 Camanches.. Protessor 
Roasier was in ove of the wagons with ooly 
the diiverand acitizen. At the time of tne 
attack, the Frofeasor, with the wagons, was 
in the rear, though the command was in sight. 
The drives and citizen were riddied with bul- 
lets. The Professor fell over, in wagon 
and feigned being dead, and thus escaped.

POLD’s candidature does not seem to allay 
in the least the warlike feeling aroused in 
France. The humiliation of Prussia by 
some sort of defeat, diplomatic or military, 
is demanded, and tn European politics 
there are always old grievances and dis- 
contents and complicated questions of 
boundary and balance of power lying ia 
wait jor crises of this sort. There is Den- 
mark, with her Schleswig-Holstein ques- 
tion, and Austria grieving over the terri- 
torial plunder which Prussia has wrested 
from her. There are the devotees of Ger. 
man unity in Prussia, who imagine that 
they can only realize their cherished dream 
by a war with France. Then there has 
been a great deal of military preparation, 
and a heavy purchase of American bread- 
stuffs on European account, and 
flying rumors, and disturbances 
on the diplomatic surface which indicated 
that there was a great deal more going on 
underneath than appeared in the press of 
Europe. Secret intrigues looking to a 
new adjustment of continental affairs 
have doubtless been active for some time 
to bring on a collision between France and 
Prussia; and when we consider the mili- 
tary spirit and preparation of these pow- 
ers and the question of supremacy mooted 
between them, it is not improbable that 
even the rejection of Lzoro.p by the 
Spanish Cortes will fail to presei ve peace. 
Beth the rejection of the German candi- 
date and a negotiation resulting so as 
to impair the prestige if not the power 
of Prussia seem requisite now to avert 
war. 

A war involving Spaim and the great 
powers of Europe in waste and loss ot la- 
bor will not only create a foreign demand 
for American breadstuffs and otherwise 
quicken the trade of this country, but will 
in all human. probability result in the 
transfer of Cuba to the United States. 
Apart from such selfish considerations, 
however, the aspects of this European 
crisis are of momentous interest, and the 
cable dispatches will tor some time be the 
center of attraction in the newspapers. 


The Chinese Labor Question. 

The introduction of John Chinaman 
into California years ago created a race 
feeling and a labor excitement which the 
followers of SuMNER combated with a 
profuse display of humanitarian logic and 
philosophy. To yield the Chinaman as a 
sacrifice to the odious prejudices of race 
and color was to abandon the broad plat- 
form constructed for the elevation of the 
beloved protege from Africa. This could 
never be tolerated as long as strength re- 


wing that Chi- 
nese immigration cannot be favorably re- 
garded by the Southern negroes, to whom 
he looks for all his popularity in the South, 
came out strong against the Chinese in 
his Fourth. ot. July speech at Woodstock 
ao strong that ex- Governor Haw ey re- 
plied to him on the spot, and reasserted, 
as the true Republican doctrine, the equal- 
ity ef the races, the equal right of all men 
to come to tbis country and sell 
their labor as low as they pleased, 
and finally become equal citizens. 

There can be no dispute as to which of 
these gentlemen stands most squarely upon 
“the broad and liberal humanity of the 
Republican platform.” All the teachings 
of that amiable and philanthropic organi- 
zation point to the equality of all men ex- 
cept the white men of the South. They 
undeubtedly point to the Chinaman as a 
young eagte of great promise in the nest ot 
the American Bird, entitled only to share 
the spoils in political pin-feathers for the 
present, but to grow talons as sharp and a 
beak as strong as any one’s after awhile. 
| But what if the negro should object to 
this and make a political alliance 
with the white men of the South against 
the Radicals and the Chinese? This isthe 
mote which some Radicals see in the eye ot 
Sumumzr, and this accounts for the recre- 
ancy of those gentlemen in regard to the 
word We“ in the naturalization laws, 
And as the naturalization laws do nat step 
the Chinese who come with little idea of 
deserting the flowery Kingdom forever, 
there is much inquiry just now about the 

suppression of the coolie pees as “one 
form of slavery.” 

Thishumane dodge will neither settle 

the differences in the party nor allay the 
excitement on the labor question. A tree, 
unrestricted immigration of Chinese, who 
come hither om their own hook, can 
swamp the labor market of this country 
in ten years, and introduce a politica) and 
religicus element into our politics that 
will swamp the government itself, if the 
abstract theories of the Radical party are 
carried out. The Chinese as a race are 
frugal, industrious, and parsimonious, 
Coming hither for gain in large numbers, 
bringing their own society, language, and 
religion with them, they find such good 
quarters and will soon be so strong in 
numbers that the desire to return will 
gradually disappear. Neither time nor 
locality has ever changed them, and the 
recent massacre of Christians in China, 
and the trequent massacres of natives 
which have made that land the bloodiest 
on earth, admonish us of the troubles in 
store for us if we apply the doctrines of the 
Radical party to the Chinese, 

The talk about constitutional difficulties 
in the way of immigration is all turned by 
the suggestion of a gentleman, long a resi- 
dent of China as the editor of the China 
Mail, who reminds the New York World 
that the Bumzineame treaty stipulates for 
exact reciproeity between this country and 
China. As the latter only admits our citi- 
zens in thirteen ports, and restricts their 
business to those places, we can, under the 
treaty, restrict Chinese and 
labor in this country the moment it becomes 
necessary. When it shall be necessary, is a 
question time only can solve, The Chinese 
government is jealous of all emigration 
from its borders, and those most tamiliar 
with the Chimese people declare that a 
dangerous irruption from that quarter is 
not to be expected. But if these declara- 
tions should prove untrue, there ig little 
doubt that the American people, in spite 
of Radical theories, will find or make 
some way to protect our civilization from a 
threatening infusion of the Mongolian 
hordes,
